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Investigation continues into predawn blaze

Mystery surrounds the fire last 
Wednesday which caused more than 
$1 million in damages to Morgan 
Manor in Romulus and which 
resulted in 12 families being left 
homeless. 

Authorities first believed the fire 
was set by a 4-year-old girl to whose 
third-floor bedroom the fire was 
traced. The child kept repeating the 
word “matches” when questioned 
and it was assumed she had started 
the blaze. 

Eight apartments four each on the 
third floor of BB and CC buildings, 
were burned, while 16 others were 
damaged in varying degrees by 
smoke and water, said Romulus 
Fire Chief John Wilhide. Morgan 
Manor is located at Herman and 
Diane Streets, a block west of Wayne 
Road, just north of 1-94. 

AA building, the third main 
structure in the U-shaped apartment 
complex, was not damaged, the 


chief said. The three wings contain a 
total of 36 units. 

The Romulus Fire Department 
received the first call at 4:50 a.m. 
and needed four pieces of fire 
fighting equipment, plus a large 
snorkel unit from the Taylor Fire 
Department, to extinguish the fire at 
about 8 a m., Wilhide said. 

Several questions remain unan- 
swered, said John Lewis, in- 
vestigator for the youth services of 
the Wayne County Sheriff’s 
Department. 

“Why would a 4-year-old girl be 
playing with matches at that time of 
the morning? Why were no matches 
found in the apartment? Why didn’t 
she die from smoke inhalation 
before her father rescued her after 
the fire supposedly had been burning 
for quite some time?” he quiered. 

According to what the father told 
Lewis, Wilhide and state Fire 
Marshal Bob Delaney, he smelled 
smoke, rushed into the little girl’s 
bedroom and found a fire burning 
furiously on top of a table near her

bed. He told them he picked her up 
and ran from the room. 

The apartment complex 
management placed all of the 12 
evicted families in other apart- 
ments, Wilhide said. 

According to Mel Morgan, 
developer of the complex and for 
who it is named, Morgan Manor now 
is owned primarily by a New York 
City investment firm. He said he still 
retains a 2-percent interest in the 
complex. 

Although Wilhide said he could not 
estimate damages at this point, 
Morgan placed them at well over $1 
million. 

The fire chief said Morgan Manor, 
completed in 1976, contained good 
quality apartment units and that the 
firewalls in the hallways carried a 
two-hour rating. Although smoke 
detectors were not installed by 
owners of the complex in individual 
apartments, they were placed in all 
of the hallways, the chief added. 

No one was injured in the blaze, 
thanks to tenants who awoke and 
began waking up their neighbors. 
Wilhide and Morgan gave high 
praise to Clyde Miller, a tenant of 
CC building, who was credited with 
saving the lives of many of his 
neighbors by going door-to-door and 
rousing them from their sleep. 

Morgan said only about half of the 
tenants reportedly had their 
belongings and furnishings insured, 
while the other half lost 
“everything”. The complex is in- 
sured, he said. 

“I want to commend the local fire 
department,” Morgan said. “Their 
response time was excellent and 
thev did a good job in putting the fin 
out.” 

He commented that two local fire 
fighting units got to the scene even 
before some of the tenants were 
awakened and told of the blaze. 

After the fire was extinguished,

Wilhide said he and the fire marshal 
were satisfied with their in- 
vestigation. had eliminated the 


possibility of arson, and had turned 
over the case to juvenile authorities. 
Lewis, however said he will meet 


with the fire marshal again as he is 
not satisfied with the information 
turned up by the investigation.

Huron Schools will ask voters 
for 8.97-mill increase in taxes 


Huron school district voters 
will go to the polls on Dec. 10, to 
cast ballots on a school board 
request for 8.97 additional mills, 
with approximately half going for 
school operation and half for 
program improvement. 

School Supt. Curtis D. Bartz 
explained that the funds are 
vitally needed to maintain the 
current level of education. He 


also said special legislation will 
enable the Huron school board to 
hold the millage election after the 
normal Oct. 1 state deadline for 
millage elections. 

“Huron school district voters 
should realize that Dec. 10 is the 
last time this year for passage of 
desperately needed school 
millage,” said the superin- 
tendent. 


Hesaid the millage request will 
be split into two proposals — an 
additional 4.47-mill levy for 
school operation and an ad- 
ditional 4.50-mill levy for 
program improvement, both for 
a 1-year period. 

The 4.47 levy will enable Huron 
schools to keep the present 
educational level, including the 5- 
hour school day. The normal 


school day is six hours, he said. 

“We still do not have proper 
textbooks, we need to improve 
school building maintenance, and 
wedo not have athletic and extra- 
curricular activities, except for 
varsity sports,” Bartz said. 

Should the 4.50-mill levy pass, 
the school board will decide 
priorities for the funds, Bartz 
said.

CUFA: Help or frustration?

Nearly a quarter of a million 
dollars of a federal grant, received 
and spent by Communities United 
For Action Inc. (CUFA) more than a 
year ago still is being questioned by 
an auditing firm. 

But CUFA employees don’t want 
to talk about it. 

According to a recent audit of 
CUFA, $424,000 was awarded to the 
agency for operation of a home 
weatherization program, mandated 
by CUFA’s parent federal funding 
agency, the Community Service 
Administration (CSA), to assist low- 
income families. 


An unspent $195,000 of that grant 
was to have been returned to CSA, 
but only $50,000 actually was 
recovered and CSA representative 
James Channel is contending that 
nobody seems to know the 
whereabouts of the other $145,000. 

This latest episode has capped 
almost 10 years of constant criticism 
and inner struggles that have 
plagued the agency, now ad- 
ministrating often non-existant 
programs at excessive cost and 
serving only a few people. 

It appears, though, that “the 
honeymoon is over ...,” according to 
CSA field representative Bob 
Behrman, who said CUFA will be 
allowed one more year to clean up 
its act, or be defunded.

”... Only this time we mean it ... at 
least I do,” Behrman said. 

CUFA, one of 30 Community 
Action Agencies in Michigan, is a 
governmental, non-profit 
organization servicing 42 com- 
munities in out-Wayne County, with 
target communities of high con- 
centrations of poor persons, in- 
cluding Inkster, Romulus, Sumpter 
Township, Ecorse, Highland Park 
and Hamtramck. It also services 
Westland, Wayne, Canton Township 
and Plymouth, among others in 
Western Wayne County. 

Among programs administered by 
CUFA are a home weatherization 
program, intended to provide home 
insulation services and utility bills 
assistance to impoverished 
families; a legal aid program; food 
co-op, transportation for the elderly, 
and a manpower program, designed 
to train and promote employment of 
youths and adults. 

But since CUFA opened its doors, 
its role as a clearing house for aid to 
low-income residents has been 
under attack. 

Programs have floundered, and 
examples abound of poor, and in 
some cases, non-existent accounting 
procedures, missing program 
budgets and “slipshod” fiscal 
practices. 

From its very first audit reports, 
serious discrepancies were iden- 
tified and little has been achieved in 
the ensuing years to resolve the 
problems of the agency “designed 
for failure”, according to some

board members. 

According to auditors in 1973, “all 
canceled checks for the months of 
September and October of that year 
were missing ” That year, % blank 
checks had been stolen, many 
cashed, and 590 CUFA check stubs, 


the only record of the transaction, 
were missing. 

It’s more of the same in 1974 More 
cancelled checks were missing Also 
that audit revealed $6,014 paid 
directly by check to an agency

VB consolidation may be delayed

Sometime in 1901 voters of Van 
Buren Township and the city of 
Belleville may again be asked to 
vote on whether they wish to be 
consolidated into one home rule city. 

The current consolidation issue, 
begun back in 1973 when petitions 
were distributed during the reign of 
Supervisor G. Elton Gollwitzer, 
actually is the second time. 

Although many township residents 
have forgotten, or have not resided 
in Van Buren long enough, the first 
time was 1971, again when 
Gollwitzer was supervisor, and the 
effort to combine the township and 
dty failed. 

With successful passage requiring 
approval by voters of both com- 
munities. the 1971 consolidation 
effort was scuttled by Van Buren 
voters by a vote of 699 to 631. 
However, Belleville residents 
supported the measure 163 to 99 

Undaunted, township residents in 
1973 circulated consolidation 
petitions again and secured enough 
signatures to send it to the State 


Boundary Commission in Lansing on 
May 21, 1973. Unfortunately, the 
petition of Franklin Builders got 
there a few minutes earlier, with a 
petition to annex some 40 acres of 
township land it wanted to develop, 
to the City of Belleville. 

Subsequently, after several court 
battles, the land was approved for 
annexation to Belleville, making the 
second time in recent years that the 
city has successfully annexed 
township property. 

Van Buren was notified by the 
Boundary Commission early last 
month that the 1973 consolidation 
petition now has been placed on 
active status, and the township 
began putting wheels in motion to 
again pursue the matter. 

To that end, the township board 
last week voted to approve Jan. 8, 
1980 for a meeting at 1:30 p.m. of the 
Boundary Commission at the 
township hall. The commission will 
seek comments pro and con from 
residents of Van Buren and 
Belleville on the proposed con- 
solidation and will set two ad- 
jucative sessions leading up to 
whether it will approve plans for the 
township to proceed. 


Before a successful consolidation 
is effected, a complicated procedure 
involving another petition drive to 
place it on the ballot, election of 
charter commissioners from both 
communities, and approval of a 
home rule charter by voters of both 
areas is necessary. 

Van Buren Supervisor Pat Cullin 
commented: "It could be well into 
1981 before the first election to place 
it on the ballot is held." 

Before the whole consolidation 
plan is completed, she said, "it could 
be 1983." 

Belleville Mayor Justin Emerson 
said: "I’ve always been for the 
consolidation. It would eliminate the 


duplication of many of the services 
for area residents, such, as police 
and fire protection and trash 
pickup." 

He said he did not know to what 
extent the residents of both com- 
munities would benefit by the 
consolidation 

"It’s a good thing," Emerson said, 
"but before the people are asked to 
vote yes or no, the officials of both 
Van Buren and Belleville should sit 
down and go over all of the in- 
formation related to the con- 
solidation." 

Emerson said Belleville probably 
would "come out okay" on the 
consolidation, but added that above 


all he did not w ant a "conflict" over 
the matter 

Richard G. James, township at- 
torney, told the township board last 
week that the forthcoming vote by 
township voters on a proposed 
change to a charter township status 
might influence the Boundary 
Commission. 

He explained the commission 
might say no to the township’s 
consolidation plans, if voters ap- 
prove the charter type of township 
government. 

At the next scheduled election. 
Van Buren voters will vote on 
whether they want to become a 
charter township. That form of 
government would afford greater 


protection against persistent an- 
nexation threats from Belleville, 
and possibly. Romulus. 

If voters turn down the charter 
township rule, the township board 
still has the prerogative of changing 
to that type of government by ap- 
proving a resolution to that effect 

In either case, higher taxes could 
be levied However, the township 
board recently went on record as not 
favoring increased taxation should 
charter township government be 
approved. 

Under a home rule city govern- 
ment, should the consolidation effort 
be successful, residents also would 
be subject to much higher tax levies.

The ceremony, witnessed by 
approximately 250 people, involved 
many segments of the community 
with ministers from several chur- 
ches. a local organist, and the 
Romulus High School Choir taking 
part in the program. 

The ceremony opened with an 
organ prelude, performed by Doug 
Brown, of Doug Brown’s Music 
Store, followed by the singing of the 
National Anthem by the choir under 
the direction of Dr. Lois Munchachy.

supervisor, ostensibly lo pay for 
consultants and professional <ser- 
vices, was not documented other 
than by the supervisors en- 
dorsement on the checks which he 
personally cashed No record of the 
supervisor’s disbursement of those 
funds was kept 

As a direct result of those audit 
findings, the CUFA Board of 
Directors replaced its agency 
director. Mrs. Georgia Brown, who 
had been at CUFA s helm since its 
inception 

Mrs Brown was replaced in 197-1 
by Donald E. Wrench, who was 
assigned the task of restoring the 
agency 's lost credibility 

But Wrench was not to resolve the 
agency 's problems either. 

During his reign as executive 
director, CUFA’s treasurer was 
Mavis Penn, a longtime community 
activist in Inkster Mrs. Penn led a 
call for reform of CUFA's ac- 
counting practices, but her many 
attempts to institute procedural 
change met with reversal at the 
hands of CUFA Board of Directors 
and Wrench 

In spile of auditors recom- 
mendations and Mrs Penn’s firm 
stand against the agency’s many 
questionable accounting practices. 
CUFA continued to fail in im- 
plementing reform — and the 
auditors continued to object 

Subsequent audit reports showed 
terminated CUFA employees were 
receiving pay, frequent over and 
underpayments were being made, 
and numerous accounts were being 
opened, closed, and re-opened by 
administrators without the Board of 
Directors sanction Other unor- 
thodox practices, including money 
being transferred from one account 
to another without substantiation of 
when, why, and how much each 
transfer being made, also occurred. 

Wrench refused to disclose public- 
information to board members 
regarding payroll matters for CUFA 
personnel 

CUFA was without a business 
manager during the later part of 
1974, and checks were repeatedly 
given to Mrs. Penn for review with 


the signature portion detached 
Auditors strongly urged against the 

practice. 

Mrs. Penn, in conjunction with 
auditors, learned of $12,000 in 
questionable expenditures “lacking 
documentation’’ which had to be 
paid back to CSA in 1975. 

Under pressure from CUFA’s 
leadership, Mrs. Penn agreed to 
resign, although not until programs 
showed measurable improvement. 

“But I didn’t succeed,’’ Mrs. Penn 
said. “CUFA was, and is still, in its 
present shape, a serious waste of 
hard earned taxpayer’s dollars.”* 

In September 1975, Mrs. Penn 
resigned 

In 1976, CUFA’s audit continued to 
reflect the results of 
mismanagement. For that year, 
auditors found $102,071 in 
questionable CUFA expenditures 
that were ordered by CSA to be 
returned to its regional office. 

In 1977, CUFA lost accountability 
for $940,486 in CSA funding, ac- 
cording to the auditor of record 
Herbert Martin. 

According to Martin’s report, 

“ those funds were lost to a complete 
lack of internal controls of CUFA’s 
bank accounts, accounts receivable, 
payroll, and inventory supplies.” 

In 1978 Martin’s firm continued to 
object to bank accounts not being 
properly reconciled, no listings of 
accounts receivable and the 
inadequate training of CUFA per- 
sonnel. Martin was relieved of his 
duties shortly after submitting the 
1978 audit. 

In 1979, with its fourth executive 
director Carl Hollis, replacing 
Wrench, CUFA auditors are 
examining possible misap- 
propriated funds and more 
questionable expenditures. And now 
CUFA faces possible defunding from 
CSA. 

According to Mr. C. Harsh, 
monitoring agent of the State 
Bureau of Community Services 
(BCS), ‘‘in 1979, CUFA’s payroll 
bank accounts were not reconciled, 
account balances were not recon- 
ciled, and canceled payroll checks 
were not returned to the CUFA 
business office.”

Those shortcomings, according to 
Harsh, created a situation that 
makes tracking CUFA funds very 
difficult. 

Harsh also noted that disallowable 
labor costs, with money transferred 
from account to account w'ith no loan 
or receivables shown, further made 
“fiscal reports ... suspect.” 

More than 60 percent of the total 
federal money was utilized for 
personnel and administrative costs 
normally limited to 15 percent, 
according to both the state’s report 
and auditors. 

But despite the long history of 
CUFA’s shortcomings, there is no 


record of CSA ever denying funds to 
CUFA, Behrman said. 

Called a real “skunk” of an 
operation that should never have 
been refunded after its first year, 
another field representative told 
Associated Newspapers that CSA 
was losing patience with CUFA, but 
rather than defund a potentially 
viable organization it would allow it 
“one more chance.” 

Mrs. Conyers refused comment to 
Associated Newspapers on the 
agency’s program and fiscal 
responsibilities, as did chairman of 
the Board of Directors William 
McGill. All audit reports and related 
documents were denied to 
Associated Newspapers. 

Amid growing hope that Mrs. 
Conyer’s would be able to solve the 
agency’s problems, one of her first 
official acts following her arrival 
from Terre Haute, Ind., was to 
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reconvene CUFA’s finance com- 
mittee, inactive for the past year. 

But that hope soon was dashed 
when the finance committee’s first 
priority, as directed by McGill and 
Mrs. Conyers, was to organize a 
bake sale to raise funds to offset the 
new director’s relocation expenses. 

Meanwhile, Lillian Bullard, a 3- 
year veteran of the CUFA Board of 
Directors expressed her doubt, that 
CUFA will ever become a viable 
organization. 

Mrs. Bullard, concerned with the 
problems faced by CUFA’s clients, 
which result partially from the

agency’s poor bookkeeping, recently 
requested that a client grievance 
procedure be established so client 
complaints could be heard. Fellow 
board members rejected that 
suggestion. 

“So I ’m supposed to forget all that 
and go have a bake sale to pay for 
her ... (Conyers) ... moving ex- 
penses. Not on your life.” Mrs. 
Bullard said.

Suppose the doctors had let the 
baby die Is it possible the thought 
went through their heads? 

The old lady who had brought the 
7-week-old black infant to the 
hospital had found it abandoned in a 
circus grounds in Norfolk, Va. The 


doctors first discovered it had 
pneumonia. Then they learned it 
was blind. 

What kind of future would such a 
child have in the South of that day? 
It was 1923. 

But they let it live. The little 
foundling was sent to the Norfolk 
City Home and was given the name 
of William Butts by the old people 
who brought the boy up for the first 
six years of his life. 

They read the Bible to him at 
every opportunity so that by the 


time he left the home he knew the 
book of Revelation by heart. 

But at the school for the blind 
where he was taken when he was 6, 
they said he was uneducable. He was 
moved to a detention home for 
juvenile delinquents. The other boys 
there thought he was crazy because 
whenever things got bad Billy would 
say, “Let us pray.” 

William Butts persevered. He 
graduated from high school and then 
college He became a Baptist 
minister. When he was 48 he 


Mormons emphasize family 


Present and past leaders of The

Mormon emphasis on the virtues 
of family life is manifested in a 
reinvigorated “Family Home 
Evening,” program designed to 
assist parents in teaching the gospel 
in the home. 

The church emphasizes family 
life, which it believes continues 
beyond death for those who follow 
LDS teachings. So every Monday 
night all church activities come to a 
stop and Mormon families are ex- 
pected to spend the evening 
together. 

During these gatherings they 
engage in religious studies and 
family recreational activities. The 
church publishes guidelines to help 
parents teach moral and religious 
principles to the family and to make 
them apply to every day life.

Garfield 


The announcement last week that Superintendent of Romulus 
Schools, James M. Garfield, would resign, caught. many by 
surprise. 

There is little doubt that Garfield’s announced intention to seek 
other employment within the district, will bring mixed reactions 
from the community. 

At the helm of the Romulus schools during some of the most 
volatile years in recent history, Garfield stood accused of a host of 
shortcomings not the least of which was detachment from the 
residents of the district. 

Perhaps, the most memorable incident occured last year when 
Garfield hosted a community school board meeting at Romulus 
High School. 

To a packed auditorium, Garfield responded to charges that the 
Romulus Schools had dropped its busing of students as a ploy only 
to ensure the passage of a pending millage increase. 

In addition, Garfield was subjected to thageneral wrath of the 
residents who desperately needed to find a scapegoat for their 
frustrations. 

In the final analysis, Garfield’s resignation is no surprise. 

It is doubtful that any person coula, over the long haul, suffer 
the abuse he did without succumbing. 

To some extent, Garfield’s problems in the district, were his 
own doing. 

A man with strong opinions about what was best for the district, 
he too often attempted to substitute his views for those of the 
people he was appointed to represent. 

At one point, he even refused to allow the schools to hand out 
notices of an upcoming Meet the Candidates Night, even though 
sponsors of the event had been told he would make that service 
available. 1 

While it is not possible to fully measure the total impact that 
Garfield’s reign in the district will have on the community, it is 
obvious that he is and was a man who attracted controversy. 

For his efforts on behalf of the Romulus School District, we at 
the Enterprise Roman would like to join the many residents who 
thank Garfield for his service to the community. 

For those in Romulus who view his leaving with a smug sense ot 
satisfaction, perhaps that position should be reevaluated. 

Garfield had his share of problems, maybe more than his share. 
While he may not have always handled those problems the way 
we or others would have, we can, nonetheless, not short the 
Superintendent for a lack of commitment to his community. 

We wish him the best of luck in his future endeavors and hope 
that residents come to appreciate what he tried to do for the 
Romulus Schools.

From your lawmakers 

Legislation deals with victims

A person accused of a crime, no matter how 
violent the crime, is assured full rights under the 
law r . This includes the right to counsel, the right 
to trial by jury, and the right to appeal a con- 
viction If sent to prison, the convicted criminal 
is offered medical care, rehabilitation and even 
time off for good behavior. 

But what of the victim or victims of his crime? 

The Legilature decided in 1976 that the victims 
also deserved consideration, establishing a 
State Crime Compensation Board to provide 
financial assistance to victims of crime. 

The Crime Victims Compensation Board was 
created to assist victims and persons attempting 
to aid crime victims who, through no fault of 
their own, suffer actual bodily harm as a direct 
result of crimes. 

This assistance includes compensation for out- 
of-pocket loss for medical care, non-medical 
remedial treatment or other necessary services 
including funeral benefits and loss of earnings or 
support. 

Loss or damage to personal property are not 
covered. 

Compensation can be claimed for bodily harm, 
including pregnancy, which results in out-of- 
pocket loss of more than $100 or loss of at least 
two continuous weeks’ earnings or support. 
Senior citizens need not have these minimum 
losses to file a claim. 

In the event of death, a claim can be filed by 
the survivors. 

The board can make an award to as much as 
$15,000, w hich could cover such cases as persons 
with families to support who are permanently 
disabled by a criminal act. 

Other payments a victim receives from in- 
surance or public assistance are deducted from 
the amount of the award. 


The board can make an emergency award of 
as much as $500 if there is immediate financial 
need. 

Covered by the law are any crimes which 
cause personal physical injury to a victim in 
Michigan, and are reported to police within 48 
hours. 

As of last month, the board had made awards 
on912 claims, to a total of more than $1.3 million. 
The average award was around $1,400. 

It is not difficult to file a claim. A claim can be 
filed in person or by mail with the hoard no later 
than 30 days after the crime or 90 days after the 
death of a victim. However, both deadlines can 
be extended by the board if there is good cause. 

The county prosecutor is notified of the claim. 
He may ask the board to delay a decision on the 
claim until the conclusion of criminal 
prosecution. 

Otherwise, a claim is reviewed by a member of 
the board. The full board makes a decision on the 
claim within 30 days after it received the report 
from the member who reviewed it. 

Claims should he filed with the Crime Victims 
Compensation Board, Post Office Box 30026, 
Lansing, Michigan 48909. 

Claim forms are available from the board, 
prosecuting attorneys, State Police Posts, and 
other law enforcement agencies, courts and 
from the Secretary of State Branch Offices. 

Except in unusual cases, assistance from an 
attorney is not necessary in filing a claim. The 
board has its own staff to investigate the facts of 
each claim. If there is an attorney fee, it is paid 
out of the amount of the award. 

If the person who files the claim agrees with 
the decision of the hoard, there is prompt 
payment. If the hoard rules against a claim, it 
can be appealed to the Court of Appeals. 


Compensation will be denied to persons who 
are criminally responsible for the crime or to a 
victim who lives with the person who inflicted 
the injury, although the victim’s actual out-of- 
pocket expenses may be paid directly to the 
medical care provider. 

Persons who file false claims with intent Vo 
defraud of cheat the State face criminal 
prosecution. 

The Crime Victims Compensation Board is 
becoming better known and more used by vic- 
tims of crime. This comes at a time when the 
crime problem is a top concern in Michigan. 

An annual survey indicates at least two-thirds 
of Michigan’s residents fear they may become 
crime victims, and one-fourth are afraid to go 
out alone at night in their neighborhoods 

The survey, conducted for the State Office of 
Criminal Justice Programs, listed the Michigan 
crime rate as the No. 1 community problem. 

Based on survey findings, approximately 17 
percent of the State’s residents were victims of 
some crime-mostly burglary, larceny or van- 
dalism. This was up from 15 percent in 1978, but 
below' the 26 percent reported in 1976. 

Those surveyed were consistent in blaming 
almost equally a lack of parental guidance, 
unemployment and drugs as the root causes of 
crime. 

Incidents of crime were reported highest in 
Detroit and other large cities and lowest in 
outstate metropolitan suburbs. The higher in- 
cidence of crime in the large cities shows up on 
breaking and entering, property stolen from the 
household without breaking and entering and 
property stolen from household members while 
away from home. Suburban residents reported 
more problems with vandalism

Dear Carol,

Home products reflect 'age' 


Computer-age technology moves 
into the home in the new consumer 
electronic products, now on display 
at local sight and sound dealers. 

From the oldest consumer elec- 
tronic products (radios and 
phonographs) to the newest (video 
cassette recorders), the close 
relationship to the computer is 
evident in the large number of 
automatic “electronic brain” cir- 
cuits. For example ... 

Many color television sets now are 
virtually self-adjusting, requiring 
little or no knob-twiddling except for 
channel selection — and often this 
selection is done with a pushbutton, 
instead of a knob. 

The increasingly popular video 
game attachment for TV sets now 
often contains a minicomputer 
(known as a microprocessor) which 
permits the viewer to change games 
at will by inserting new' program 
cartridges including such complex 
games as blackjack and math 
quizzes, whichwere unheard-of in 
home video just a couple of years 
ago. 


These same “intelligent” elec- 
tronic circuits are transforming the 
popular citizens band — CB — radio 
into a far more versatile and safer 
personal communications tool. 

For safety, many of the new 
models have pushbutton channel 
tuning built into the microphone so 
that the driver may select his 
channel without looking down at the 
dashboard. 

Some of the most sophisticated CBs 
include a selective-calling feature, 
which lets the caller activate a 
specific receiver in the area — much 
like dialing a telephone. 

The increasing use of tiny in- 
tegrated circuits in radios has made 
possible more powerful and more 
sensitive sets with better tone quality 
in the same or smaller space as 
previous models, and without in- 
creased prices. 

Among the most popular portable 
radios this year are those with built- 
in cassette recorders, making it 
possible to program recorded 
selections outside the home, listen to 
radio, or make recordings from the 


radio at any time. 

The clock radio has gone com- 
pletely electronic. Many versions 
now have no moving parts at all. The 
“clockwork” has been replaced by 
ultra-accurate integrated circuitry, 
and the time is told in glowing 
computer numerals. 

Scanner radios continually monitor 
a number of preselected frequencies, 
such as police, public-service or 
aircraft, automatically stopping 
w r hen an occupied channel is found, 
eliminating manual, hunting and 
scanning across the dial. 

Electronic wristwatches, using 
compact computer-bred time-telling 
circuits, are far more accurate than 
conventional dial-and-hand watches, 
and very often are less expensive as 
well. 

This year, an increasing per- 
centage use liquid-crystal displays 
which tell the time continuously with 
no buttons to push, and which cause 
far less battery drain than the 
standard glowing lightemitting 
diodes. 

The influence of the computer is 


being felt in stereo, too. Many 
component hi-fi tuners feature digital 
readout, which means actual 
frequency numbers are displayed on 
the dial for exact tuning. 

Some tuners even have 
“programmable” call letters to that 
the “names” of the stations appear 
on the dial, in addition to their 
numbers. Computer-inspired 
phonograph turntables can now 
electronically locate any individual 
selection on an LP. 

The very newest in consumer 
electronic products is the home video 
cassette recorder, which lets the 
viewer make his own videotapes in 
color from his TV set. 

The first videotape recorder was 
marked just 21 years ago. It cost 
$75,000, was the size of a baby 
elephant and was black-and-white 
only. Thanks to advanced com- 
puterized circuitry, mass production 
and miniaturization, the current 
home version fits atop a TV set and is 
available at a cost well within the 
reach of many consumers.

You’ll see a new look and higher performance in 
audio equipment this fall. 

With the exception of receivers and amplifiers, 
where a much publicized wattage power race is 
underway, many of the important features to look 
for are subtle when compared with new receivers 
offering up to 200 watts per channel (RMS), but no 
less significant. 

Computer technology', for instance, will appear 
in several turntable models, including changers, 
this fall. 

The advantage? For the consumer it means 
greater flexibility in programming his or her 
records, or in selecting the specific tracks of a 
record desired. 

On some changer models, records no longer 
drop from the spindle to the platter. Or in the 
order in w'hich they are stacked. The latest 
product development lets you pre-select only 
those songs you want to hear on each record. 

Digital technology also is beginning to surface 
in some product plans, but may not appear in 
products that reach the market until next year. 

However, at the Summer Consumer Electronics 
Show in Chicago, this new technology was shown 
in some tape recorder models, inluding a pulse 
code modulation deck with a stationary' head and 
a multi-channel system. The deck had no tape 
speed variation, crosstalk, wow, or flutter, and 
harmonic distortion was greatly reduced. 

In the tape recorder area, the trend to lower 
distortion continues in cassette decks. More 
models, too, offer the convenience of front-load 
design. 

Other features to look for include automatic 
distortion reduction systems, direct function 
change controls, memory' rew'ind, and a selector 
switch for low' noise-high output, chromium 
dioxide and ferrichrome tape. 

With new receiver models, in addition to wat- 
tage, the manufacturers are building more 
controls into the front panel. 

Some offer built-in oscilloscope for checking 
the tuning, signal strength, and FM modulation; 
two-color LED protection circuitry'; a digital 
detector w'hich eliminates the need for coils and 
tuned circuits. Also look for two-way tape monitor 
and dubbing capability. 

Two interesting trends in amplifiers simplify 
the position of the product and its use. First, there 
are more controls being incorporated into the 


front panel, including the controls for bass, mid- 
range and treble, tape recording, input selection, 
mode, continuously variable loudness contour, 
and detented volume. 

A new' feature, the docking of amplifiers and 
tuners, is now available, but at this point, is 
limited to one or two product lines. This offers a 
key advantage to any consumer who has space 
problems. 

These two components can be attached or 
separated, as the consumer desires. When 
separate, they can be positioned conveniently on 
adjacent bookshelves. 

What about compact stereo? Several significant 
developments are occurring in this area. Starting 
with performance, some products today compete 
well w'ith quality hi-fi component lines. 

When space is a problem or there is no desire to 
mix-and-match components, the stereo compact 
is most attractive. Some systems offer the 
receiver, turntable, and tape player-recorder 
built into one package. 

When combined with quality* speakers, the 
compact stereo system offers a cost advantage 
w'hich should be considered. 

The power race is apparent in this category' too. 
But of equal importance is the improved sen- 
sitivity in theFM mode and the greater frequency 
response. 

Eight-track play-record continues as a popular 
feature, however the cassette format is gaining an 
increasing share of this business. 

More systems have front-load capability for 
tape, and this could be desirable, depending on 
where the system w ill be positioned in the home. 

Other features to look for are microphone 
mixing capability, a full-sized professional 
turntable with cue and pause control, balance, 
bass and treble. 

Speakers, of course, come with the compact 
systems but can be upgraded at any time. Con- 
sidering the revolution in speaker technology, the 
time for change could be now, and one of the 
important trends to consider is phase linearity'. 

Now that science is able to measure the sound 
wave-form, there is greater emphasis on phase 
linearity, or the simultaneous arrival at the ear of 
all the frequency components of a transient. 

This means, simply, that today’s speaker 
product can more accurately recreate the original 
sound of orchestral instruments and voices.

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Video games, computers expand TV use 


American consumers can now do more with 
their TV sets than just watch programs — they 
can play games, take math quizzes or balance the 
checkbook. 

Before long, they’ll also be able to compute the 
household budget, write a personalized diet and 
maybe even solve the annual riddle of the tax 
return. 

This all being made possible through the in- 
novative activities of video game manufacturers, 
who are now offering a broader and far more 


sophisticated range of products than they did just 
two short years ago when games first appeared. 

At that time, a handful of enterprising 
manufacturers began to market home versions of 
all those electronic Ping Pong games which had 
proven so popular in arcades, restaurants and 
bars (at25centsacrack).The public was so taken 
with the idea that just one year later, nearly 50 
different companies were selling games. 

Most of those, however, consisted of basic table- 
tennis games, with an electric “blip” popping 


Viewer's liberation means 
freedom from tough choice 


This fall, television viewers around the 
country will be joining the Viewer’s Liberation 
Movement. 

What’s Viewer’s Lib? It’s freedom from 
making the tough choice between two favorite 
TV programs, both scheduled at the same time. 

It’s freedom to go to bed early on the 
weekend, knowing you’ll be able to catch 
“Saturday Night Live” on Sunday afternoon. 

It’s freedom to go off to coach Junior’s Little 
League game, without missing that major 
league double-header being televised while 
you’re at the ball field. 

What’s behind this new liberation 
movement? The video cassette recorder, a 
recentdevelopment in television technology that 
is giving American TV viewers, not the network 
programmers, the final say on what they’ll 
watch, when. 

Basically the video cassette recorder, or 
VCR, acts as a “time-shift” device, letting you 
determine your own TV schedule, so you can 
watch the programs you want to see when you 
want to see them. 

Using the VCR and a blank video cassette, 
about the size of a paperback book, you can 
record one program while watching another on 
a different channel, then play back the 
recorded program for viewing later. 

Or, you can record a program broadcast late 
at night and watch it the next morning — the 
VCR automatically (and silently) turns itself on 
at the time you’ve chosen, even while you’re 
sleeping, and tapes your selection. 

You can even record a program you’d 
otherwise miss while you’re away from home, 
and find it waiting for you on tape when you 
return. 

The VCR operates on the same general 
principle as an audio tape recorder, but it 
records the picture as well as the sound, 
receiving broadcast signals through the air via 
built-in VHF and UHF tuners the way your TV 
set does. 

And, like an audio tape, the video cassette 
can be used over and over again — a recorded 
program is automatically erased as you record 
another program over it. Or, you can save the 
recorded tapes and build a video libra ry of your 
favorite shows. 

The VCR usually comes as a self-contained 
unit, or “deck,” that hooks up easily to your TV 
set; some companies also offer console TV 
models with video recorders built-in. 

But despite all the things it can do, you don’t 
have to have an engineering degree to operate a 
video cassette recorder — if you can push a 
button, you’re on your way to controlling your 
own TV scheduling. 

i. addition to their recording controls, many 
models also have pause controls, so you 
top the tape if the telephone rings, then 
: up again alter your conversation 


without missing a minute of your program. 

You can also use the pause control to edit out 
unwanted portions of the program you’re 
taping. 

All video cassette recorders offer the three 
basic recording capabilities: recording a 
program while watching it, recording one 
program while watching another, and recor- 
ding a pre-select program using the automatic 
timer. Recording time ranges from two to four 
hours, depending on the model. 

Some of the newest VCRs have another im- 
portant feature: they’re “programmable,” 
which means they can be pre-set to record a 
number of different programs on different 
channels during a seven-day period, or to tape 
the same half-hour program every day for a 
week. 

But recording programs off the air isn’t all 
the VCR can do. It can also play back pre- 
recorded video cassettes — more and more of 
these pre-recorded tapes are coming on the 
market, offering full-length movies, sports 
events, cultural programs, or educational 
material. 

And, for the home-movie buff, the video 
cassette recorder can open up a whole new 
dimension in preserving the family’s important 
moments. 

Using the new portable color and black-and- 
white video cameras now on sale, you can 
“show as you go” — tape your family on a video 
cassette and watch the results instantly on your 
TV screen. 

Or, record family events such as weddings, 
graduations, or baby’s first steps on compact 
video cassettes for easy storage and instant 
viewing. 

It’s now even possible to transfer your 
existing home movies or slides onto video 
cassettes so you have all your family memories 
in one “living scrapbook.” 

Where can you buy a video cassette recor- 
der 0 Almost anywhere, these days. 

Virtually every major television manufac- 
turer offers at least one VCR model; their video 
recorders are sold anywhere a TV set might be 
sold, and then some. 

In addition to customary TV outlets such as 
department stores, appliance-TV dealers, and 
mass-merchandising chains, VCRs are also 
being sold in some hi fi specialty stores and in 
retail operations specializing in video equip- 
ment. 

But wherever you decide to buy, shop around 
before you make your purchase. Spend some 
time looking around to make sure you get the 
deal you want. 

So whether you’re an on-the-town night owl, 
an early-to-bed type, or just someone who has 
trouble choosing between two good programs, 
sou too can join Viewer s Lib. 


back and forth across the net (or the hockey rink 
or soccer field). 

There was little variation from one to the next 
and even though consumers were offered some 
very attractive games at very attractive prices, 
their options were limited. 

That’s no longer true. This year, the games field 
has exploded with a wide variety of new games 
and new concepts. 

A few are so new, in fact, that they aren’t games 
at all, but represent the first tenative step by 
manufacturers into a field many believe will 
become the most exciting growth area in con- 
sumer electronics — the home computer. 

One firm is already moving into the market with 
a home computer, a $600 system which comes 
with its own video display tube and is designed for 
use by the average non-technical consumer. 

Others will soon follow with similar computers, 
priced in the $600 to $1,000 range, and before long 
consumers will probably find a wide variety of 
sophisticated, but understandable home com- 
puters at local TV audio stores. 

Some of the more complex games being sold 
right now, however, already feature limited 
computer functions, and anyone interested in 
exploring the computer concept might want to 
start with one of these. They’re called 
“programmable” games and use plug-in program 
or game cartridges which are simply inserted into 
a slot on the game itself. 

This means that game purchasers can con- 
tinually add new games as they tire of previous 
ones. With this type of game, new programs — 
which contain anywhere from five to 50 games — 
can be purchased much in the same way records 
are purchased for a photograph or tapes for a tape 
recorder. 

Cartridge games on the market range in price 
from about $100 to $300, with the price generally 
dependent on the level of complexity, the number 
and type of player remote controls and the 
number of built-in non-cartridge games. 

Several come with up to five built-in games 
which can be played without cartridges, and one 
firm has included a built-in calculator which 
displays the figures on the TV screen. Game 
cartridges range from $15 to about $30, w ith prices 
based on complexity, and the number and type of 
games offered. 

In general, the owner of a cartridge system can 
expect to find cartridges with space wars, tank 
battles, submarine chases and other attack-style 
games; car and motorcycle racing; strategy and 
logic games; drawing and doodling functions; and 
mathematic puzzles and quizzes. 

These latter demonstrate the fundamental 
computer skills of programmable games, since 
the system talks back to the player, asking 
questions, giving instructions and advising him 
whether the answ r er is right or wrong 

Cartridge systems aren’t the only new home 
video games on the market now, how r ever. A 
lower-priced type of games ($50-$00) which don t 
use cartridges but which do offer more than just 
variations on table tennis have also been in- 
troduced this year. . 

These usually offer two or more games similar 
to the attack and racing games on program 
cartridges, including missile and spaceship wars, 
underwater chases and car games featuring high- 
speed races along speedways and through ob- 
stacle courses. 

Even the Ping Pong or table tennis games will 
be seen in profusion this year, at prices going 
down to the $20 level. Though not as sophisticated 
as some other games now' being offered, these 
offer a good buy consideration for the consumer 
since many have been improved over last year’s 
models and now feature such things as full-color 
displays, additional variations of basic games and 
more remote controllers. 

All this adds up to a shopper’s paradise for the 
consumer interested in buying a game (or game- 
computer i. and with a wider selection of games 
and prices than ever before, now's the perfect 
time to make a choice. 
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Newest car stereo sound 

like many home systems 


Car stereo is booming as more 
people discover that they can enjoy 
super good music reproduction in the 
family chariot, van, RV, or long haul 
truck cab. 

Everyone’s tuning into auto sound 
with its growing assortment of 
products that offers something for 
everyone. 

Years ago, we used to think of the 
car radio as having extra-good 
sound; it was all AM in those days; 
car radios used power-hungry 
vacuum tubes and had a metal can in 
the set called a “vibrator” that 
converted battery power to higher 
voltages for those tubes. 

Today’s radios and stereos use 
cool-running, energy-conserving 
transistors, and they’re pretty much 
trouble-free compared to those car 
radios of yesteryear. 

But in the past year or so, such vast 
improvements in car stereo 
technology have come down the pike 
that today’s autosound system can 
sound as good as some of the better 
home stereo systems. 

First there are the speakers. At one 
time these were simple, single-cone 6 
x 9 units mounted in the rear deck. 
Now they’re more sophisticated — 
such as two and three speakers in one 
package and some even have ducted 
ports built in to improve the bass 


(low-frequency) sound quality. 

Some of these speakers have beefy 
20-ounce magnets which add even 
more oomph to the bass in the ideal, 
closed-compartment listening room 
called your car. 

By adding more speakers in the 
door and at other up-front locations, 
it’s possible to virtually surround 
yourself in sound as you tool down the 
highway. 

Powering those speakers is some 
really sophisticated equipment. 
Starting with bare-minimum AM-FM 
stereo in-dash radios, the 
possibilities escalate as equipment 
sophistication increases, along with 
the price. 

But one of the big improvements 
today is size reduction. Pulling out an 
original equipment AM radio from 
the car’s dashboard can be an 
educational experience. Very often, 
such a bare-minimum radio is far 
larger than its intended replacement 
— a combination in-dash AM-FM 
stereo radio with pushbutton tuning 
and stereo tape playback. 

And chances are the new unit will 
have an extraordinary amount of FM 
sensitivity — important if you live 
more than 15 miles from the FM 
stations in center city. It will also 
likely have such goodies as a local- 
distant switch, switchable in- 


terstation muting and other 
specialized controls. 

What is stereo without tape today? 
Not much, if you travel far from your 
favorite radio stations. 

Any car stereo worth the name 
today will provide tape playback — 
either cartridge or cassette. With the 
current trend toward cassettes, 
you’ll find more of a variety in this 
format than for the old, familiar 
eight-track cartridge. 

Because many tape cassettes and 
FM stereo broadcasts use Dolby 
noise reduction today, some car 
stereos include built-in Dolby circuits 
with a front-panel defeat switch. 
Separate tone controls for bass and 
treble are other added features on 
many units. 

Add-on components are becoming 
important, too. This is especially true 
of the power booster. It happened in 
home stereo, now it’s happening in 
car stereo — a full-fledged power 
race to see who can deliver the most 
watts of speaker power. 

There’s good reason for this in 
some autosound environments: the 
guy with a convertible with the top 
down or all the windows open needs 
more volume to overcome the ex- 
cessive road noise. 

Also, you may be tuned to a station 
with a low modulation level, and it 


needs a boost from the power am- 
plifier. 

One popular way of boosting power 
is to add an equalizer-booster — aunit 
that takes the in-dash stereo’s output 
of 4 to 8 watts per channel and boots it 
to 25 watts per channel or more, 
watts per channel or more. 

This add-on will have an underdash 
control unit with six or eight 
equalizer controls for total flexibility 
in playback tonal quality. 

Each of these tone controls boosts 
or cuts the system response at its 
particularfrequencypoint with an up- 
down slide control. The control’s 
position shows exactly how much 
boost or cut there is at each 
frequency point. 

Doing the actual installation can be 
a breeze or it can be really difficult, 
depending on the kind of car, the kind 
of stereo, and how capable you are 
with electrical work and tools. 

If you already have stereo in your 
car, then the wiring is all in place and 
it’s just a matter of upgrading the 
speakers and replacing the old in- 
dash unit with a new one. 

But there are often special 
problems with wiring and custom- 
fitting the unit in the dash. In such 
cases, and if you’re in any doubt at 
all about your own abilities, leave 
the installation to a pro. 


Cassette systems 
captivate 6ar buffs 


If you want to know the optional 
features that will be available on 
your 1980 car, do what Detroit’s 
engineers and designers do: check 
out an auto buff’s “mean machine.” 

Whether it’s a van or a lowrider, 
the American hobby car usually 
sports at least one add-on that 
ultimately makes its way into the 
mainstream of motoring. 

Prominent among current con- 
tenders is a stereo tape deck with 
multiple speakers. Not your 
customary eight-track player that 
repeats the same pre-recorded 
programs, but a cassette tape deck 
that affords unlimited access to 
comercial and home-recorded hi-fi 
tapes. 

The trend to automotive cassete 
systems has spawned an accessories 
industry all its own. Car radios and 
eight-track systems are largely self- 
contained. The new generation of 
automotive stereo systems, like 
home hi-fi systems, employs a 
variety of accessories. 

Support items now' on the market 
include power boosters and am- 
plifiers that increase the output of 
automotive stereo systems. 

For auto buffs who don’t want to 
mar their cars’ interiors, several 
manufacturers offer low-profile, add- 
on speakers that can be adhesive- 


mounted wherever the owner wishes. 

It isn’t uncommon for a hobbycar 
to boast four or more speakers. 
Popular spots to mount them include 
the car’s rear windows. 

Theft continues to be a problem, 
especially as the sophistication and 
value of automotive hi-fi systems 
increase. Some owners secure their 
cassette tape decks to the dashboard 
with locking mounts. Others use new 
slide mounts that enable them to 
remove the units from their cars. 

It isn’t unusual to see an 
automotive hi-fi fan strolling from 
his car with a tape-deck tote bag 
under his arm. 

Many owners prize their cassette 
collections as highly as their tape 
decks. The serious auto-audiophile 
will often tape his cassettes on an 
expensive, multi-switch high fidelity 
system. 

One sound engineer pointed out 
that the auto’s physical charac- 
teristics (a base reflex container), 
matched with the super high fidelity 
sensitivity of the ferrichrome tape, 
develop this excellent sound. 

According to one automotive 
equipment supplier, cassette stereo 
for cars constitutes a multi-million- 
dollar-a-year industry that is 
growing rapidly.
